TWIN FA1IJS - Authorities are 
waiting to file charges against a 
25-year-old male suspect wounded 
Sunday during an early morning 


confrontation with police. 

"A man reportedly “assaulted 


officers with a handgun” before 
police fired on him, the Twin Falls 
Police Department said in a state- 
ment Sunday. 

A suspect in the incident was 
listed in stable condition Sunday 
evening at Magic Valley Regional 
Medical Center. 

Officers and witnesses were 
unhurt during the incident, which 
• occurred at about 2 a.m. at an 
Elizabeth Boulevard apartment 
complex. 


It was the first shooting incident 
involving Twin Falls police since 

April 1997, police Capt. Jim 
Munn said. 

The suspect will likely be 
charged today with aggravated 
assault on a police officer and 
aggravated assault, as soon as he 
can be safely moved from the hos- 
pital, Munn said. 

Because of the ongoing investi- 
gation, police have not released 
the names of the officers and wit- 
nesses involved. Police also have 
not released certain details about 
the shooting - such as who fired 
shots during the incident, and how 
many shots were fired. 

“I want to make sure they get 
their investigation done,” Munn

“The Grouse Creek Mine is a 
state-of-the-art facility,” Michael 
White of Heda Mining Co. said in 
early August 1995. “It has been 
constructed not only to meet, but 
to exceed, existing environmental 
requirements." 

Later that month, however, a 
leak sent a small amount of 
cyanide-laced water into Jordan 
Creek. Later that same year 
another leak dumped 23,000 gal- 
lons of cyanide solution into 
Pinon Creek south of the mine. 

‘‘If anybody had happened to 
drink that water, it would have 
been very dangerous,” Fish and 
Game conservation officer Paul 
Valcarce said at the time. 
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In early 1997, Heda Mining Co. 
settled the charges, though the 
company neither admitted to nor 
denied the allegations. Heda 
agreed to make $1.5 million in 
. wat er tr eatmen t .and pollution 
control improvements arid 'to pay 
a $21,250 fine, one-fourth of the 
fine the EPA had proposed when 
the complaint was lodged. 

The waste water treatment sys- 
tem would prevent the discharges 
of cyanide, mercury and suspend- 
ed solids that had been running 
up to five times the allowable 
limit, federal officials said at the 
time, 

When the mine began produc- 
ing gold in November 1994, offi- 
cials expected it to remain open 
for another eight years. It lasted 
■ less than three. Within a year, 
officials said they were finding 
only about half the gold they had 
expected to find. 

The reserves of high-grade gold 
the company thought were under- 
ground just weren’t there, Heda 
spokeswoman Vicki Veltkamp 
said in 1995. 

Operations at the Grouse Creek 
were suspended in 1997. 

“That’s one of the risks that □ 
mining company takes,” 
Veltkamp— said this week. 
Engineers can’t see the minerals 
under the ground; the mining 
operation is based on their best 
estimates.

Criminologists disagree 
as violent crime declines 


WASHINGTON - Serious 
crime fell nationwide by 7 per- 
cent last year, extending a 
decline that began eight years 
ago, the FBI said in preliminary 
figures released Sunday. 

C rimin o l ogists disagree on the 
. reasons crime plummeted in the 
1990s: They variously credit 
stiffer gun laws, a crackdown on 
drug sales, swelling prison popu- 
lations, the aging of onetime 
youthful offenders and the fla- 
iling of crack cocaine markets 
that had driven crime statistics 
skyward in the late 1980s. 

Comparing 1999 to 1998, the 
crime rate overall is down in all 
regions of the country, from the 
biggest cities to the quietest 
hamlets. Crime dropped by 7 
percent in the Northeast, 8 per- 
cent in the Midwest, 4 percent in 
the South and 10 percent in the 
West 

The statistic s were also some- 
what uneven when murders were 
” broken out Murder declined 4 
percent In the Northeast, 7 per- 
cent in the Midwest, 10 perce n t 
in the South and 7 percent In the 
West 

Both violent crimes - murders, 
rapes, aggravated assaults and 
robberies - and pro p e rty crimes 
— burglaries, thrifts, motor vehi- 
cle thefts and arsons - are down 
7 percent overall, the FBI said.

NEW YORK (AP) - Douglas 
Fairbanks Jr., the rakishly hand- 
some actor, producer, author and 
businessman who was a real-life 
war hero and friend of royalty, 
died Sunday. He was 90. 

A spokesman for Manhattan’s 
Frank E. Campbell, funeral home 
confirmed Fairbanks* death. He 
did not disclose the cause of 
death. 

The son of' the swashbuckling 
superstar of silent films, 
Fairbanks made his own mark in 
some 75 movies, including 
"Catherine the Great,” “The 
Prisoner of Zenda,” “Gunga 
Din,” "Little Caesar,” "Sinbad 
the Sailor" and "State Secret." 

“I never tried to emulate my 


father. Anyone trying to do that 
would be a second-rate carbon 
copy," he once said. 

His stepmother was America’s 
sweetheart, Mary Pickford. His 
first wife was Joan Crawford. He 
said he had affaire with Marlene 
Dietrich and Gertrude Lawrence. . 
King George VI of England gave 
him an -honorary knighthood for 
"furthering Anglo-American 
amity." , .

Tips to keep z ippers zipping What’s the matter? Cat got your lung?

Last week I gave you an 
overview of the various kinds of 
zippers; both fashionable and 
functional, available to home- 
sewers. In s t alli n g and maintain- 
ing them can be easy. Here arc a 
few dps: 

■ Keep zipper teeth clean. 
Don’t let dirt and Unt build up in 
the teeth. If you accidentally 
catrh fabric or threads when dos- 
ing a zipper, remember that syn- 
thetic coils can be bent over, 
pinched and slightly twisted to 
nee the threads. Then gently pull 
the slider down and up again. 

• • Close zippers during laun- 
dering or dry dinning and also 
when the garment isn’t being 
worn. . 

• Beeswax, zipper lubricant or 
nostick cooking spray will help 
ease stiff zippers. 

• When pressing a zipper area, 
don’t touch coils with the iron. 
Use a medium heat setting and 
cover with a press doth to avoid 
an imprint 

• To shorten a zipper at the 

bottom, whipstitch tightly across 
the teeth to form a stop. l _ 

• If you need help with straight 

topsdtching. a ri ppw 

gmde or transparent tape.

• To avoid having to sew around 
a metal zipper tab, use a longer 
zipper that extends above the cut 
edge. Stitch the tape. Be sure to 
pull down the zipper tab after 
stitching, then cut off the excess. 

Two of the most popular appli- 
cation methods are centered or 
slot, and lapped. The former 
method provides a symmetrical 
appearance, good for back or 
front openings on medium to 
heavy fabrics. Stitch both sides in 
the same direction, bottom to top.

DEAR PAULA: How can I 
effectively curl my. lashes with- 
out having thfem droop back 
down after using mascara? I have 
very thick, fairly long lashes that 
even if I curl with an eyelash 
curler and use only one light coat 
of mascara, do not stay curled. 
Those mascaras that claim to curl 
lashes definitely don’t work. 

One strange thing I have fig- 
ured out, although I don’t know 
exactly why it works, is that 
waterproof mascara tends to hold 
curl better on my lashes. I don’t 
like using it though, because it is 
too much of a hassle to remove. 

I was also wondering if you 
have any feedback on the heuted 
eyelash curlers thut I’ve seen 
advertised in some muil-ordcr 
catalogs for the last several 
months. At about $30, they seem 
very overpriced to me, and if 
they aren’t what they are 
cracked up to be, I really don’t 
want to go to the bother of order- 
ing one, being disappointed, and 
having to return it.

DEAR LAURA: The second 
part of your question is easy to 
answer, don’t bother. While heat 
works on your hair to change its 
shape, the kind of heat it takes to 
do that would be dangerous for 
your eye area! Thankfully, these 
heated eyelash curlers don’t get 
hot enough to be a problem but 
they also don’t get hot enough to 
work. It turns out that the heated 
eyelash curlers don’t work any 
better than any other eyelash 
curler you can buy without the 
hem. 

In terms of keeping lashes 
curled, it almost always depends 



on the weight of your lashes and 
how much change you want. I am 
not a fan of curling lashes 
because of the risk of pulling out 
lashes; but for most women a 
standard eyelash curler works 
great. 

If that isn’t working, then curl- 
ing after you apply mascara can 
often do the trick (though this 
way you run on even greater risk 
of pulling opt lashes than when 
you’re curling naked eyelashes). 

As you already found out, the 
mascaras that make claims to i 
curl lashes don’t work. (Some of 
these are great mascaras, they I 
just don’t keep anything curled.) 

I suspect waterproof mascaras 
work well for you because they 
are formulated to dry faster than 
the' water-soluble versions, plus 
they also can’t build as much 
thickness and therefore add less 
weight. Being quick to dry may 
explain why they hold curl better 
for you, but these are all the 
options I know of. If there are any 
other alternatives I haven’t found 
them. And trust me. I’ve looked!

Scientists zero in on brain cancer causes

research has been a little like 
stamp collecting, says Dr. Tom 
Mikkelsen. One piece at a time, 
scientists have assembled a mol- 
ecular blueprint that shows 
which brain cells turn cancer- 
ous. 

But when does the' first cell go 
astray? And exactly where in 
the molecular assembly line 
does the signal that allows a cell 
to copy itself get translated 
incorrectly, thus creating can- 
cer? 

The questions have led to 
intense research to find better 
treatments for the 17,500 
Americans diagnosed each year 
with new cases of primary brain 
tumors. This is cancer that origi- 
nates in the brain and is distinct- 
ly different from cancer that

Now, with promising 
advances, “we’re truly on the 
edge of incredible break- 
throughs,” says Dr. Mark 
Rosenblum, chairman of neuro- 
surgery at the Henry Ford 
Health System in Detroit. 

Improvements in brain tumor 
treatments are being added so 
fast that Rosenblum tells 
patients “not to believe anything 
you rend, not even anything I 
have written” about their sur- 
vival odds.

Rezulin goes, but diabetics still have choices

PHILADELPHIA - Rezulin - a 
papular diabetes drug - is gone, 
but patients still enjoy more drug 
choices to control high blood 
sugar levels than ever before. 

Rezulin has two drug cousins - 
Avandia and Actos - that have 
been available less than a year, 
but are considered safer. They 
work in a similar way to help the 
body utilize insulin. 

The U.S. Food and Drug 
Administration pulled Rezulin 
from the market in March after 
federal regulators found it posed 
serious health risks. The drug 
. had been linked to 89 confirmed 
reports of liver failures, including 
61 deaths. 

“Our-offices-around-the-coun— 

try ore hearing from patients ask- 
ing, ’What should I do? What 
does it mean to me?' " said Jerry 
Franz, a spokesman for the 
American Diabetes Association. 

The group issued a statement 
last week encouraging patients 
using Rezulin to consult their 
medical provider to decide the 
best alternative treatment 
option. An estimated 500,000 
patients have been using the 
drug to treat Type 2, or adult- 
onset, diabetes.

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Waste problem Is out of control 

It is encouraging to see members of the 
dairy industry exposing the excesses of 
the Farm Bureau and what it has done to 
our economy and civil rights in Magic 
- Valley;- 

After 1,400 out of 2,600 dairies in 
I Idaho have disappeared over the last 10 
! years, this is long overdue. Our Magic 
! Valley has been decimated with the 
; exponential expansion of huge immi- 
; grant dairies and hundreds of randomly 
j placed raw sewage lagoons, putrefac- 
-i_tion and water pollution. Dairy waste 
J guidelines were drafted behind closed 
! doors by the dairy lobby several years 
' ago, and the Legislature has struggled 
[ for three years now with dozens of bills 
j to patch up the mess that has resulted. 

{; Counties, municipalities, canal compa- 
nies and the people were totally 
t- ignored when these ill-begotten guide- 
lines were originally drafted. As of 
today, there is still virtually no supervi- 
sion or control of the waste that leaves 
the dairy. 

Counties like Gooding, Cassia, 

Owyhee and others have declared emer- 
gency moratoriums to abate this acute 
pollution and lack of planning crisis. 

The administrators of the dairy lobby 
have countered with lawsuits against 
Gooding County, lawsuits against folks 
trying to protect themselves from the 
dumping of dead animals in their water 
supply and initiated dosed door meet- 
ings with legislators at the Farm Bureau 
building to kill bills like HO 306 that 
empowered and protected our counties.

Idaho Assistive Technology Project, and I 
would like to let people know about our 
services available to people with disabili- 
ties in Idaho. 

The IATP is a federally funded 
grant project created to assist people 
with disabilities in Idaho with acquir- 
ing the assistive technology they need 
to live more independent, productive 
lives. Assistive technology is any 
device or service that enables people 
with disabilities to move, communi- 
cate, learn, work or perform everyday 
living activities. Assistive technology 
can be “low tech,” such as Velcro and 
adaptive eating utensils, or “high 
tech,” such as power wheelchairs and 
computers. 

The IATP provides several services. 

There are five regional centers through- 
out the state that provide assistance and 
consultation services to consumers and 
service providers. Loans to purchase 
assistive technology are available 
through the IATP and two Idaho banks.

Putin has indicated he is com- 
mitted to a market economy^ 
albeit with tighter government 
regulation. But it remains to be 
seen whether this will translate 
into an end to official corruption 
and crony capitalism; since the 
fall of Communist rule in 1991, 
friends of the Kremlin have built 
empires through insider' 
takeovers of state property. 

Putin took the reins of power 
Dec. 31 when Boris Yeltsin 
resigned, and as acting president 
he had declared his main mission 
to be the restoration of national 
“greatness.” Sunday, he stressed 
that theme in his inaugural 
address. 

“We have common goals. We 
want our Russia to be a free, 
wealthy, strong and 


the Soviet era as illegitimate. 

“For the first time in a hundred 
years, there is a lawful transition 
ofpower.” We can be proud of 
that,” Yeltsin said, speaking just 
before Putin. “There are no revo- 
lutions, no coup d’etats, the tran- 
sition is peaceful. It takes place 
with respect and dignity. That is 
possible only in a free country, in 
a country that is no longer afraid 
of itself and others.” 

The ceremony was short - 
about 30 minutes - but it 
brimmed with symbolism. The 
choice of Andreevsky Hall, in the 
Kremlin’s monarchical heart, 
highlighted the new Russia's con- 
tinuity with pre-revolutionary 
Russia. The Russian red, white 
and blue flag, along with presi- 
dential standard, were carried 
Intb the hall by an honor guard in

He is already running out of 
competition. 

Although Churchill Dawns is 
almost always a uniform, fair, 
unbiased racing strip, it did 
appear to give an advantage 
Saturday to horses on the rail. 
Jockey Kent Desonneaux angled 
to the rail quickly from his No. 
IS post position, and stayed 
there for most of the race. He 
sneaked inside most of his rivals 
- a minor miracle in a 19-horse 
field - until he angled out for 
room as he entered the stretch.

The coil’s rally from 15th place 
was abetted by a fast pace that 
took a toll on the front-runners.

Fusaichi Pegasus made a sus- 
tained rally for three-quarters of 
a mile, and what made this so 
impressive was that he had never 
before had to do anything like it. 
The $4 million son of the ultra- 
quick Mr. Prospector is, by 
nature, a speed horse. In the San 
Felipe Stakes at Santa Anita, he 
broke on top against a fast group 
of rivals before Dcsormeaux put 
him under restraint. In all 
Fusaichi Pegasus’s victories 
before Saturday he sat second or 
third, within two lengths of the 
leaders. 

Fusaichi Pegasus’s accomplish- 
ments arc doubly impressive 
because he is still learning; this 
~was‘onty the si*th start of his 
career. He figures to be a much 
better racehorse later in the sea- 
son. 

Fusoicht Pegasus’s obvious 
superiority is scaring away chal- 
lengers. trainer Bobby Fronkel 
said Derby runner-up Aptitude 
will slap the Prcakness and wait 
for the Belmont Stakes. Of the 
horses in the Derby field, only 
eighth-place Captain Steve and - 
lSth-place High Yield appear cer- 
tain to show up in Baltimore.

Helicopter crash claims 
life of Idaho man, pilot 


NEW MEADOWS (AP) - A res- 
ident was one of two people 
killed May 1 when the hdicopter 
they were riding in crashed in 
the Four Corners area of New 
Mexico. 

Jari Priddy, 27, of New 
Meadows and the pilot, John 
Clark of Boston, died when the 
McDonnell Douglas 50OE heli- 
copter hit a utility line strung 
across a wash: 

National Transportation Safety 
Board officials and the Federal 
Aviation Administration have 
not released Priddy’s name, but 
family members contacted The 
Idaho Statesman on Saturday 
and identified Priddy as the pas- 
senger. . 

Priddy was a linesman for 
Win co Inc., a utility construction 
helicopter company based out of ■ 
Molalia, Ore. The helicopter had 
taken off that morning from the 


Pour Corners! Regional 
Municipal Airpbrt in Npw , 
Mexico to hang fiber optic cable, 
according fb Priddy’s family. Tte 
crew had •finished work for the . 
day and was returning for the . 
evening. 

The helicopter hit a utility line 
not related to their work, sepa- 
rating the rotor from the craft, 

. said Renee West with the San 
Juan Sheriffs Office in north- 
west New Mexico. The heli- 
copter then dropped and ignited 
when it hit the ground. Ttie 
crash occurred about five miles 
south of Bloomfield, NJH, West 
said. 

Priddy graduated from New 
Meadows High School in 1990. 
He owned Idaho Excavation and 
Landscaping. His memorial ser- 
vice is scheduled for 1 pan. 
Saturday at New Meadows High 
School. !

M-C students dive into program 


RUPERT - It’s more than just 
a cool, refreshing drink. It’s the 
lifeblood of southern Idaho, and 
nearly 800 Mini-Cassia sixth 
graders recently learned all 
about water. 

"What are some of the uses of 
water?” Walcott Park Director 
Steve Bouffano asked a group of 
those students gathered in one of 
the park’s covered picnic areas, 
He promised posters for their' 
classroom if they could come up 
with enough solid answers. 

Hopeful hands went up. 
Drinking water, manufacturing, 
habitat for birds and fish and ani- 
mals, they ventured. 

“Wetlands are a nutrient trap,” 
Bouffano ^.told them. He 
explained that wetlands mean 
life or death to migrating birds, 
who must make up at 1 east half 
their body weight in a single day 
or die. 

The student clambered up and 
down steep metal stairways to 
view the power generating plant 
and massive quantities of water. 

Burley Irrigation District’s 
Randy Bingham gave the stu- 
dents a "slide presentation of the 
history of Minidoka Dam from 


1902 until the present. The sepia- 
toned photos revealed the chal- 
lenges. of constructing what was, 
at that time, one of the largest 
dams built in the United States 
with primitive tools. 

“There are about 900,000 gal- 
lons of water going through this 
dam every minute," Bingham 
said. 

The Pocatello Water District 
contributed a model cross-section 
of groundwater. It showed layers 
of gravel in varying degrees of 
coarseness, day layers and soil 
layers. Tubes representing wells 
were filled with dye so the stu- 
dents could track water flow. The 
teachers demonstrated what hap- 
pens to chemicals that are 
dumped on the ground or put 
into leaky landfills. 

Michelle Snyder, who teaches 
sixth grade at Big Valley School, 
said this was the fifth year of the 
program for Mini-Cassia students ' 
and that her classes had pardd- 
pated every year. 

“This gives the kids something 
to visually relate to,” Snyder 
said. “When we teach it in the 
classroom, they have a better 
understanding of how the water 
gets recycled naturally and what 
we heed to do to keep it dean 
and drinkabl e ." 


Her sentiments were echoed 
by Bavia Gibson, also of Big 
. Valley School. 

“It’s a great program. Gets us 
out of the classroom and into 
hands-on learning,’' she said. 

Idaho, because of a low popula- ^ 
don density, has more water per 
person than most othec^states. 
But because of irrigation, Idaho 
also uses more water per person. 

. Disposing of agricultural chemi- 
cals and oil can cause contamina- 
tion as the chemicals seep down 
into the aquifer. 

Bouffano said he regretted that 
- some classes could not be accom- 
modated. 

“It would add another day to 
the schedule, and we just have 
other things that have to ‘get 
done.” 

Water Awareness Week was 
sponsored by A & B Irrigation 
District, Minidoka Irrigation 
District, Burley Irrigation District 
and Bonneville Power 
Administration. They are assist- 
ed by the Bureau of Reclamation, 
Rupert, Burley and U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service.
